TYPHOID FEVER, HIS 
PHYSICIANS DECLARE 


MARCUS A. HANNA. 


Unable to Sler » Without Use of Sedatives and His System in 
Feebie Shape—President Roosevelt Calls to 


Inquire About Sen 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 5.—Senator Hanna 
rested quietly today and up to 3 o'clock 
there was no change in his condition. 


this evening. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Senator Hanna 
is, officially prongunced to have typhoid 
fever. 

The following bulletin was issued by his 
physicians immediately after the congulta- 
tion at § o clock this mornitz" 

“Senator Hanna has typhoid fever. The 
diagnosis is confirmed by the complete 
blood examination reported this morning 
by Dr. Edward Behrond. The senator rested 
fairly well during the night, and this 
mourning his temperature is 1, pulse 82.” 

President Roosevelt walked ovér from 
the White House this morning personally 
to inquire after the senator’s condition. He 
spent 10 minutes at the hotel. 

Dr. Behrond is a microscopic expert of 
this city. He made two tests. The first 
one showed the presence of the typhoid 
bacillus. The second test was made to 
confirm the first one. The physicians will 
issue no further bulletins before evening 
unless some unexpected development oc- 
curs. The ductors say the case of typhoid 
is irregular. 

The question of sending for the mem- 
bers of Senator Hanna’s family was dia- 
cussed with the. physicians this morning 
and it was decided that it was not neces- 
sary at present to send for them. 

Mrs. Hanna, Mrs. Medill McCormick, @ 
daughter, and Miss Phelps, a niece, are al- 
ready here. Mr. McCormick is expected 
today. 

The members of the family not here are: 
Mrs. Parsons of Cleveland, a daughter; 
Daniel Hanna, Cleveland, a son; L. A 
Hanne and M. H. Hanna, both of Cleve- 
land, brothers of the senator. 

The latter is spending the winter at 
Thomasville, Ga. Mrs. Prentiss Baldwin of 
Cievele nd, a sister, was here recently, but 
has gone to Thomasville.

REAL FOE OF RUSSIA, 


SAYS INSPIRED PAPER. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 5.—The Novoe 
Vremya today publishes a long editoria) 
article on its Porth Arthur correspondence 
of yesterday. The views of this corre- 
spondent may appear fantastic, but the 
paper says, nevertheless, America is the 
real foe screened behind Japan. The Brit- 
ish, the paper continued, have assumed 
the task of betraying Burope by truck- 
ling to the United States and speeches at 
thé recent banquet of the Pilgrim Society 
are Cited as examples of British servility. 
In conclusion, the Novoe Vremya says: 

“When Great Britain has quite gone 
over to the United States, the rest of 
Europe. will realize the urgency of united 
action again America.’’ 

The feeling in the higher circles con- 
tinues to be that Russia has offered sub- 
stantial concessions, but that she can- 
not meet Japan's wishes regarding Man- 
churia or agree to Japanese fortifications 
in southern Corea. It is intimated in cer- 
tain unofficial quarters that if Japan 
should offer a counter-proposal that Rus- 
sla guarantee China's Manchurian trea- 
ties, irrespective of the ultimate sovereign- 
ty of the province, there might be a chance 
of reaching such a compromise. 

It is argued that this settlement would 
safeguard the existing commercial inter- 
ests of all the powers In Manchuria, and 
it is contended that if Japan demands more 
in the last resort this will be notice to the 
world of her ulterior ambitions on the con- 
tinert of Asia, whith will be intmical to 
the’ interests of not only Russia, but, to 
the very powers which now sympathize 
with Japan. Much anxiety and doubt 
prevails here with regard to the future, 
put one thing is certain, Russia will not 
declare war, nor will she initiate hostile 
action if the negotionations break down. 
Russia will remain quiescent until at- 
tacked. The announcement that the Jap- 
anese authorities had postponed the war 
import until next April is interpreted 
favorably here. .

New York Governor and Other Re- 
publicans Want Dollar for Dollar 
of Their Big Investment or Will 
Appeal to Criminal Courts. 


ONE PROMOTER HAS AGREED 
TO TURN STATE'S EVIDENCE 


Up-State Crowd, Who Were Used as 
“Easy Marks,” Have Decided to 
Take More Drastic Measures Than 
a Mere Civil Suit. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, Feb. 6.—Gov. Odell and the 
other up-state Republicans who were in- 
guced to invest large eums on representa- 
uons which they deciare to be false are 
still to be reckoned with in the settlement 
of the Shipbuilding Trust scandals. 

The plan of the Odell forces is to carry 
on the fight in the criminal courts and into 
the legisiature. Gov. Odell personally fav- 
ored the civil courts, but the others favored 
more drastic measures. 

It was learned today that for five days 
an agent of the state banking department 
or of the district attorney of Saratoga 
County—it could not be learned ,which— 
has been examining the books and records 
of the Commonwealth Trust Co. on mat- 
ters relating to the Shipbuilding Co. 

He also conferred with some of the for- 
mer officers of the Trust Company of the 
Republic, now the Commonwealth Trust 
Co., and one of them, it is known, prom- 
ised to go on the stand and testify freely 
to everything within his knowledge con- 
cerning the floatation and financing of the 
Shipbuilding company. The promise thus 
given was an equivalent to an offer to turn 
state’s evidence. 

It is said to be the plan of some of the 
up-state bondholders to have the matter 
laid before the grandjury of Saratoga 
County. The sheriff of that county is a 
brother of Charles M. Kavanaugh, who was 
induced to buy $100,000 of the bonds. 

These up-state men got much the worst 
of it in buyitg the Shipbuilding bonds. 
These were sold at 90, with large bonuses 
of common and preferred stock to the sub- 
scribers. Gov. Odell and the others were 
charged .93%, however, and no _ stock 
bonuses were given to them. The governor 
paid $187,000 cash for $200,000 of the bonds, 
and got no stock bonuses until recently 
when it was worthless. 

The fact that the up-state men, the gov- 
ernor included, were wees, tees particularly 
“easy marks’’ has made em angry. It 
is sald that they want to have nothing to 
do with reorganization plans of any kind 
and will be satisfied with nothing short of 
the return of the actual money they paid 
out, d@llar for dollar, with interest. 


REORGANIZATION PLAN 
FOR SHIPYARDS TRUST 
IS FINALLY AGREED ON. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—After frequent 
conferences the long fight between the 
Sheldon reorganization committee in United 
States Shipbuilding affairs and the bond- 
holders’ protective committee, represented 
by Samuel Untermeyer, was settled last 
night by the formulation of a new plan 
which has been agreed to by both sides 
and the litigation in which Charles 
M. Schwab has been the central figure will 
end. 

Max Pam has been removed from the 
reorganization committee and Pliny Fisk 
the banker, whose house will take part of 
the work of financing the new company, 
takes his place, while Max Nathan of 
the ‘International Pump Co. has been 
agreed on as an additional member of the 
committee to represent the protective com- 
mittee. 

The new plan made public by William 
Nelson Cromwell is put out as coming 
from Receiver Smith and provides for a 
new company with a capitalization of 
$30,000,000, half preferred and half com: 
mon, Mr. Schwab, as the owner of the 
Bethlehem bonds, to get $9,000,000 of 
preferred and $6,000,000 of common 
stock and the first mortgage bondhold- 
ers to get the remainder, pro rata. 

Mr. Schwab gives up his prior lien on 
Bethlehem and all the present stock is 
wiped out. The preferred stock is to be 
7 per cent noncumulatiye.

Counsel for Trust. 

Thére are to be issued $3,000,000 of col- 
lateral trust sinking fund 6 per cent 10- 
year gold bonds which are to be taken 
up by a syndicate of which the Morton 


Trust Co. and Thomas F. Ryan are to be 
managers and Harvey iske & Sons 
participants, the latter to market the 
bonds. These bonds are to be sold to 
the syndicate at $875 per $1000.

Godbold of Brooklyn. She died after 
an allness of four days, leaving 
$6000 life insurance. Blydenburg had 
her embalmed 12 minutes after she

The third wife was Miss Jennie 
Roseborough, a maiden school teach- 
er, 0 years old, of Hardin County, 
lo. She had 240 acres of land when 
he married her. She died iive days 
after being taken suddenly ill from 
eating a dinner he prepared.

Blydenburg, who had at the time of his 
last wedding been twice married, had four 
childern. He wooed Miss Roseborough. at 
Bryan, O., when that lady, who was aged 
50 and a maiden school teacher quite deaf, 
was a member of his Sunday school class. 
The couple lived together until May 
24, when, it is alleged, the defendant asked 
his wife to go to church, saying that he 
would get dinner. The wife reluctantly 
consented to go and when she returned a 
good hot dinner awaited her. She ate 
heartily. In a few minutes¢the became 
violently ill and vomited freely. She con- 
tinued to grow worse and died five days 
later, on May 2. 

Blydenburg took the remains to Wau- 
seon, O. Upon his return he sought to 
procure a bond to administer his wife's es- 
tate. A sister of the deceased, Mrs. Cora 
D. Keller of Hubbard, Io., was not satisfied 
at the strange and peculiar death of Mrs. 
Blydenburg, as she claims that Mr. Bly- 
denburg acted very strangely when ques- 
tioned as to what ailed his wife. 


Sister of Wife 
Was His Nemesis. 

Putting all of her suspicions together, 
Mrs. Keller went to Wauseon, had the re- 
mains of her sister exhumed, a post-mor- 
tem held under the direct supervision of 
Drs. Campbell and Hartmann of Wauseon, 
and a8 a result the stomach, kidneys, liver 
and lungs of the dead woman were taken 
to Prof. V. C. Vaughan, professor of chem- 
istry at’ Ann Arbor University of Michi- 
gan. 

The post-morten was held last July and 
since that time County Atorney Frank H. 
Noble of Eldora has been at work on the 
case. The analysis made by Prof. 
Vaughan, it is alleged, proves conclusively 
that there was enough arsenic found in 
Mrs Blydenburg’s stomach to have caused 
death. 

Then Prosecutor Noble went to Brooklyn 
to investigate Blydenburg’s career there 
He discovered that his first two wives diced 
under suspicious circumstances. 

All three wives were insured in Blyden- 
burg’s favor.

DEWEY'S ADVICE I$ FAVORED 


Admiral’s Suggestions for Heavy 
Fighting Ships Preferred Over 


Recommendations by Moody. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — Admiral 
Dewey’s suggestions in favor of heavy 
fighting ships for the navy prevailed to- 
day with the House committee on naval 
affairs over the recommendation of the 
general board, submitted by Secretary 
Moody. The naval appropriation bill 
was completed by the committee after 
a hearing granted to Admiral Dewey. 

It carries an aggregate appropriation 
of $95,000,000. The ships authorized are 
one battleship, two armored cruisers, 
three scout cruisers and two squadron 
colliers. 

The apeceer ation of $500,000 made last 
year for two submarine boats was re- 
appropriated, the boats to be purchased 
in the discretion of the secretary of the 
navy. 

This building program gives a total 
of 44,000 tons of heavy fighting ships, 
as compared with 62,000 tons last year. 

The heavy construction provided will 
cost $21,750,000. wehile the NMghier con- 
struction will bring the cost of the 
building program up*to $28,000,000.

Press dispatches from Jefferson City 58 
that Alvin W. Towsley Lawrence, former 
cierk at the West End Hotel, St. Louls, 
now a convict in the state penitentiary for 
embezzlement, has just made $40,000 by OP- 
erations in the cotton market. 

According to these dispatches, Lawrence 
secretly placed $1000 with a Kansas City 
broker whey he saw that the cotton boom 
was inevitable. Monday, it is further re- 
lated, Lawrence ordered his broker to “un- 
load,” his profits amounting to $40,000. The 
next day Cottoh King Sully “unloaded” 
and the market broke. 

No explanation has yet been made as to 
the manner in which a convict at the state 
prison could carry on a cotton deal of the 
kind ascribed to Lawrence. 

Lawrence is 28 years old. He was dis- 
charged by the proprietor of the West End 
Hotel on Feb. 19, 1908, and on the same day 
disappeared with $1590 which had been: in 
the hotel safe.

AT THE, WHITE HOUSE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Lese majeste has 
again reared its horrid head at the White 
House and the President and Secretary 
Loeb have taken steps to visit condign 
punishment on the offender. 

For the third time since he became Pres!- 
dent. Mr. Roosevelt has demanded that a 
reporter shall be “‘withdrawn’ from the 
White House or from his immediate pres- 
ence. 

The first incident was when he demanded 
the withdrawal of the New York Sun's 
representative from Oyster Bay fn the sum- 
mer of 1902, (J. H. O’Brien, now Mayor Mc- 
Clellan’s secretary). The second time was 
when he demanded the discharge of a 
young man on a local paper (John K. Stuf- 
fer of the Washington Times), who wrote 
a true story about the refusal of Senator 
Scott of West Virginia to remain and see 
the President after several others of less 
consequence than a senator had been sum- 
moned abead of him on the ground that the 
printing of the story detracted from the 
dignity of the President. 

The third occasion has just happened. Sec- 
retary Loeb telephoned to the editor of 
the Washington Post that the society edi- 
tor of that paper must be “withdrawn” 
from the White House as she was distaste- 
ful to the President, :
